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A CHRONICLE OF CURIOUS EVENTS. 
A CaALENDAK FOR THE WEEK ENDING ARPIL 13TH, 1889, 
_—— 

Wh April, 1787.—Three sailors were this day executid at 
Hind Common, iu Surrey, for murder. Being out of employment, 
and on their road to Portsmouth, they met with another sailo:, 
who, having some money, and they none, olfered to bear the +\- 
penses of the journey. Upon their coming to Hind Common, near 
the Devil's Punch-bowl, they knocked their victim down, stripped 
him, and agreed each of them to have two cuts at his throat, which 
cruel resolution they put into etfect, and then rolled the body into 
the Devil's Punch-bowl, Two countrymen who had conceate! 
themselves behind a hedge were spectators of the horrid decd, aii 
following them at a distance, gave the alarm, and had the mur- 
derers secured, 

7th April, 1498.—The custom of wearing black as symbolic of 
mourning arose from the circumstance that Anne, the Queen of 
Charles VIII. (The Affable) of France, on the death of that Kiu- 
on the above date, surrounded her coat-of-arms with black in token 
of her widowhood, and clothed herself in black, in opposition to 
the then prevalent habit, which was for widows to mouru in white, 


Sth April, 1888.—A_ Paris correspondent, under this date, 
says, that a confirmed old bachelor, named Gueit, a retired trades. 
man of cousiderable wealth, had just commited suicide under rather 
peculiar circumstances. A young man called at his house, and 
askel his permission to marry his servant, whom he had Leen 
courting for some years. This was a di-agreeabie surprise to Guci:, 
who prized the girl asa first-class maid-of-all-work, and, yielding to 
the impulse of the moment, he seized a knife and tried to stab her 
with it. Happily the blow was warded off by an article of the girl's 
attire, Frightened and penitent at what he had done, Gueit then 
premised that he would offer no obstacle to the marriage, and, in 
proof of his goodwill, he invited the bridegroom-elect to supper, 
and afterwards provided him with lodging for the night. At au 
early hour next morning the young man was awakened by tig 
sound of groans emanating from his host's bedroom, and on break- 
ing open the door he found him hanging trom a peg on the wal’, 
A few lines hastily penueu explained that he could not live withuus 
his servant. A 

8th April, 1869.—The effects of the famous Beefsteak Club were 
sold this day. 

Oth April, 1662.—When Dante Gabriel Rossetti, who did 
this day, was very young, scarcely more than a boy, he was deep’ 7 
in love with a young girl, and having a poet's gift, he sang a pout's 
love in numerous sonnets and verses to her, She died young, and 
by her wish the manuscripts of these poems were placed ina casket 
and laid under her head, so that even in the last sleep they shoud 
be, as they always had been, kept |eneath her piliow. Years paseed 
by, and Rossetti’s fame grew. His friends importuned him for 
permission to have the original manuscripts exhumed. He cou- 
sented, after some hesitation, and all the peseeeery preliminaries 
having been complied with, the grave, which had been sealed for 
many years, was opeied in the presence of a wonderiug few. Theis 
a strange thing was found. The casket containing the ms had 
proved to be of perishabie material, and its cover had crumbled 
away. The long tresses of the girl had grown after death, and hil 
twined and intertwined among the leaves of the poet’s paper, coil- 
ing around the written words of love in a loving embrace long after 
death had sealed the lips aud dimmed the eyes thas had mude 
Tesponee to that love. 


10th April, 1647.—It was in Great Tower Street, on the nori..- 
west of Tower Hiil, that the witty and profligate John Wilmu, 
Earl of Rochester, who was born on this day, practised on a raise: 
stage his memorable pranks as an Italian physician and fortuve- 
teller. His jougings were at a goldsmith’s, next door to the * Black 
Swan.” and here he was to be seen and consulted between the hours 
of three o’cluck in the afternoon and eight at night. His fame, 
which was at first merely local, at last reached the ears of the Cour, 
and Rochester having recognized the female attendants of some of 
the ladies of the Court, he sent tiem back to Whitehall, sufficiently 
amazed at his supernatural powers to excite the curiosity of their 
mistresses ; atei it was not unnatural that many a fair lady, under 
the convenient guise of the then fashionable mask, should have 
sought to dive into futurity by means of the Italian fortune-teller, 
or that she should have been startled by the disagreeable truths 
which he communicated to her. 


1lth April, 1750. — On this day Jack Slack, a Norfolk 
butcher, fought the celebrated boxer Broughton. Broughton gave 
Slack ten guineas to light him, which Jack immediately betted 
against one hundred guineas oilered against him. Slack beat his 
redoubtable adversary in fourteen minutes, to the great astouis!:- 
ment of the knowing ones —a nobleman among them losing 
£10,000, The dour money amounted to £130, and 200 tickets ata 
guinea and a half were sold.
